mands for 20 cents per hour, ten hours per 
day, stools for motormen to use at certain 
points, arbitration previous to discharges 
and on other matters, reinstatement of all 
discharged since September 20, when a sys- 
tem of examinations was instituted.

John Conners of 2027 Eugenia street saved 
two lives on his way home from a dance 
Monday morning. It was 3 o'clock when 
he turned the corner at Twentieth street. 
When he reached the gate of his home he 
smelled smoke. He thought his house was 
on fire, and ran to the alarm box. 

When he returned he found no fire at his 
house, but located the smoke coming from 
the second story of 2033. W. W. Gorham, 
an @.iectrician and an invalid, lived there 
with his wife. It was formerly a boarding 
house, but during Mr. Gorham’s fllness the 
family has lived alone. The electrician is 
confined to his bed with typhoid fever. He 
has been ill two months and cannot walk. 

Conners is friendly with the Gorhams, 
and knew this fact. He rapped on the 
door and lustily called their names, but 
there was no response. He went into the 
side yard and tried to force a window, 
but all were securely locked. The smoke 
was rolling out of the second-story window 
and the young man could see the dull glow 
of the flames behind it.

SAID TO HAVE TRIED TO POISON 
HER EMPLOYER’S WIFE. 


Since Her Release She Has Been the 
Inmate of a Sanitarium Where 
Those Mentally Irrespon- 
sible Are Treated. 


HASTINGS, NEB., Sept. 724.--Miss Viola 
Horlocker, accused of having attempted to 
take the life of Mrs. Charles F. Morey, 
wife of her employer, was to-day brought 
into court for trial. Miss Horlocker has 
been out on bond of $5000 since her pre- 
liminary examination, and until Saturlay 
was being treated in the Oaklawn Sani- 
tarium of Jacksonville, Ii. She returned 
to this city yesterday accompanied by her 
sister, Zora Gladys tlorlocker, a noted 
painter of china of New Yorw City. 

Miss Horlocker’s appearance in court to- 
dav is merely a formal proweeding for the 
purpose of renewing the bond and to or- 
range that the case may #0 over to the 
December term of court. Miss Horlocker 3 
attorneys say that they do not intend to 
fight her case through on any other 
grounds than that she is perfectly inno- 
cent.

When she returned from din- 
ner «he found a box of candy at the door, 
and inside was one of Miss Kirby’s calling 
cards, on the back of which was written: 
“Mrs. Morey, some homemade sweets. 
She supposed the box had been left by 
Miss Kirby, who is one of her pupils, 
and who has on severeal occasions pre- 
sented her with candy of her own making. 
Mire. Morey tasted one of the cherry 
creams from among the contents of the 
box, but did not like it, and ate no more. 
She took the box into the studio, and 
shortly afterward offered some of the 
candy to Mrs. F. H. Gaslin, Mrs. E. A. 
Twidale, Mrs. John Pickens and later to 
Miss Kirby, all of whom tasted it, but 
none of them ate much of it. 

It was then that Mrs. Morey learned with 
much surprise that the donor of the box 
was not Miss Kirby, and passing comment 
was indulged in as to the source whence 
the present came, but nothing of the real 
situation was suspected until possibly half 
an hour later, when Mrs. Morey was taken 


The others were also nauseated, but only 
Mrs. Morey and Mrs. Gaslin became vio- 
lently sick. How serious was thelr condi- 
tion may be realized when it is known 
that each of the pieces of candy contained 
about four grains of arsenic, as was ascer- 
tained by a neighboring druggist, who was 
hurriedly called on to make a test for the 
information of the physicians who were 
summoned to treat the cases. 


This poisoning case is one that we'l mer- 
its the close attention of the student of 
heredity, for almost as much interest at- 
taches to ancestry as to the central figure 
in this remarkable crime. Viola Herlocker 
is the daughter of a woman whose life has 
added many a lively chapter to the record 
of Hastings in the last quarter poe ag 
The rising generation has not seeh or 
heard so much of “her, but the “old- 
timers’”’ tell lively stories of what happened 
in davs gone by, when Mrs. Horlocker’s 
ungovernable temper slipped its leash and 
her feminine fury wreaked vengeance un- 
restrained. 

Viola Horlocker, or Ollie, as she hag al- 
wavs been Known among her associates, 
is an accomplished musician and the pos- 
sessor of a contralto voice of exceptional 
qualities. She Mas occupied 
the head of the choirs in the local churches 
and has always been in urgent demand at 
all the musical entertainments given in 
the city. She is well educated, exceeding- 
ly bright and is above mediocrity in every 
way. 

The general discussion that has followed 
the poisoning has resurrected, among other 
things, the fact that there was consider- 
able talk among a select few last summer 
regarding the conduct of Mr. Morey and 
his stenographer. Mrs. Morey was away 
for about three months and Morey fnd 
Miss Horlocker were wont to spend |the 
long summer evenings in trips around |the 
surrounding country awheel. One trip in 
particular that excited comment Was a rip 
to the Blue, some nine miles away, anc 
parties who became cognizant of the re- 
turn late at night gossiped as gossips usu- 
ally do. Miss Horlocker was seen to enter 
the Lincoln flats about noon of the fate- 
ful Monday when the poisoned candy was 
delivered, and prior to that time, on three 
different occasions, for the specified pur- 
of ‘“‘killing rats.”’

Add to a pint of the blanched nuts about 
two guarts of water, put them into a bean 
pot; heat to boiling; then piace in a slow 
oven and cook for nine or 10 hours. When 
done, they should be soft, mealy, and rich 
with juice. No seasoning except a little 
salt will be required.—Good Health. 


CHEESE TOAST is a delicious dish for 


luncheon or tea. Put a teaspoonful of but- 
ter into a frying pan, when it is hot add 
gradually four tablespoonfuls of finely 
grated cheese—the Edam gives the best 
flavor—whisk itt thoroughly until melted, 
then add a half-pint of cream; stir well, 
then add two well-beaten eggs, a g 
pinch of salt; paprica and a bit of mace.

CREAM SHRIMPS.—One-half a 
fresh shrimnos picked  fine—the 
shrimps are also good—one-half teacup of 
butter. one-half teacup of cream, one-half 
teacup of dried bread crumbe, one small 
teaspoonful of dried mustard, salt well and 
use freely of white pepper and a little pap- 
rica, then the yolks of two eggs. Mix the 
mustard with a little of the cream. Heat 
the butter and cream together in a chaffing 
dish. add very gradually the beaten yolks 
of the eggs, then the bread crumbs and se@a- 
soning. then the shrimps.

THE FRICTION WITH DEWEY. 


THE LATTER TOLD OTIS THAT HE 
MADE “LYING REPORTS.” 


Full Explanation of How Aguinaldo 
Got War Munitions Through the 
Incompetency of the Gover- 
nor-General. 


_———_—-— 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 25.~—The Washington 
dispatch given here derives special im- 
portance from its source, the New York 
Tribune, the newspaper of President Mc- 
Kinley’s special ambassador and peace 
commissioner, Mr. Whitelaw Reid. The 
fact that an administration organ publishes 
news of this kind may be taken as a cer- 
tain indication that Gen. Otis has been 
marked for decapitation: 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.—The mystery 
of Aguinaldo’s seemingly inexhaustible am- 
munition supply and the real reason for 
the army's relinquishment of the small 
Sunboats to the navy seem to have been 
disclosed to officials here in the last mail 
from Manila from authoritative army and 
ravy sources. These advices tend to 


Strengthen the adverse impressions as to 
Gen. Otis which it is now known President 
Schurman communicated to the President 
and which Admiral Dewey is expected to 
corroborate in the next few days. 

The general character of the information 
thus communicated may be judged from 
the folowing abstract of a letter from one 
of the most intelligent and well-known 
naval officers im high rank now on the 
Asiatic station, which is given under all 
reserves. It was written about August 1: 

"The islands are full of hemp, sugar and 
dinate. ready for the market. Anyone 
able to get these products out of insur- 
Bent ports can procure them at his own 
price. The foreign houses of the chief 
borts OWn or control a great fleet of smal! 
steamers and sy vessels and ail that 
is requisite for h.ghly lucrative trading is 
clearance for the insurgent ports, where 
the merchandise is stacked up awaiting 
sale. Getting safely out of such ports 
with a full cargo insures enormous profit. 

“Before the navy secured control of the 
13 purchased Spanish gunboats no clearance 
was needed. Commerce was practically 
free. The little merchantmen simply ran 
stuff from the closed insurgent ports to 
open islands, carted it overland to nearby 
open ports and sold it, smuggling arms and 
ammunition on the return trip. The naval 
cruisers .and gunboats guarding the open 
ports were easily avoided. In a few in- 
Stances, at least, the small craft, owned by 
supposedly fr.endly natives, obtained clear- 
ance from United States officers for three 
or four open ports, and stopped at various 
of the forbidden harbors in the round voy- 
age, some clerk in the office of the captain 
of the port doing a little convenient wink- 
ing at the disparity of elapsed t. me. 
‘When the mollifying fever was at its 
highest Gen. Otis ovened wide the closed 
ports, and besides the resultant flow of 
money, ammunition and food into the be- 
sieged districts, the insurgent clearances 
showed that vessels actually paid a 5 per 
cent tax at every place they touched to 
the insurgent government. 

‘Admiral Dewey, on May 15, ordered his 
cruisers to disregard: all clearances and 
Stop all trade with our ports not actually 
in possession of our forces. This 
radical step was taken on his own 
responsibility, after conference with 
his captains. Gen. Otis dared not 
resist the order, when informed of its 
issue, although he resented it. If he had 
openly disagreed to it, his protest would 
to go to Washington, and he 
not run that risk. So he followed 
Dewey's lead and decreed the closure of all 
ports not under his effective control. 

“About that date occurred the remark- 
able scene in the meeting of the commis- 
sion at Manila, marking the culmination of 
the differences between the commanders in 
chief afloat and ashore, which was soon 
followed by the Admiral’s decision to start 
for home. It was at the same meeting 
that Dewey, according to current belief, 
calmly used ‘the expression: ‘Your lying 
reports,’ to the Governor-General. 

-‘In the discussion regarding the effect 
on the supposedly ‘friendly natives’ of Ad- 
miral Dewey's order restricting trading, 
Gen, Otis brought up his plans for utilizing 
the 13 gunboats in the Southern Islands. 
Dewey interrupted him and put an end to 
the army's control of any force afloat by 
the emphatic declaration: 

‘ ‘Tf these vessels come out of the Pasig 
River manned as you propose, I will seize 
them as a menace to public safety.’ 

“Gen. Otis had evolved a scheme to «end 
them out to hunt smugglers, with Filipino 
firemen and deck-hands, native pilots, and 
officered by army non-commissioned men 
and privates. He had no idea of the neces- 
sity of putting a single officer aboard who 
seute run the vessels a mile without a pilot 
or having a force to handle them if the 
Filipinos deserted or showed treachery. 
Dewey told him the insurgents would pos- 
sess every one of them within a week 
after they left port, and then declared that 
he would seize them. 

“About June, Capt. Barker assumed con- 
trol of the little unboats distributed 
throughout the fleet by attaching them to 
to the various ships on blockade duty, and 
in less than a month all inter-island traf- 
fic was stopped and the insurgents were cut 
off from guns, cartridges and money.” 

In another letter a source of serious dan- 
ger is peinted out, as follows: 

“One of the most urgent needs in the 
archipelago now is an adequate system of 
financial control. Anybody who can give a 
clearance or procure one, or manage to 
slip in the name of a closed port—a mere 
clerical error, if discovered—can have any 
amount of money he chooses to ask. In 
one case $40,000 wus offered for a clear- 
ance to Aparri (the northernmost port of 
Luzon), simply to prevent the steamer from

“The te mpt: itions are therefore notorious, 

The Spaniards kept very few ports open 
and trade with-others represented personal 
emoluments... Jt was not a question mere- 
ly of revenue to the State. Men are mor-

“friendly natives,” and unless the matter 
is handled quickly and sternly and an ac- 
counting Boe for, there will be an ad- 
ministration installed out here which in 
spots—and large spots—will be as scandal- 
ous as anything ever Known to Spain.

INQUEST ON THOS. LONERGAN. 
Dr. Nietert Made a Curious Error in 

His Testimony. 

An inquest was begun Monday morning 
on the body of Thomas Lonergan, who was 
killed Saturday by the collapse of a porch 
at the warehouse of the Pacific Express 
Co, at Eighteenth Street and Clark Avenue.

~ -* 25.—Wheat opened dull and 
heavy to-day. The opening prices were a email 
fraction under Saturday's close, and for a time 
the market kept at a small discount. Later the 
demand improved and prices nowy advanced. 

Liverpool was weak and ‘444@¢4o1 lower, and the 
movement of wheat to primary markets was 
heavy, in spite of the reported car famine. Moid- 
selling was done by professiogais playing 
for a reaction from the recent advatice, and St. 
Louis and the Southwest were sellers in this mar- 
ket. World's shipments, 7,500,000 bushels, were 
fully up to expectation, Russia contributing 1,000, - 
OU bushels. There was a big falling off in re- 
ceipts at Duluth, due to the scarcity of cars, but 
total Northwest receipts were 1301 cars, against 
1452 last week and 1663 a year ago. Chicago 
receipts were 202 cars, only 2 of contract grade. 
December opened K@\ec lower, at 724c, sold at 
T24ec and reacted to 72\c. Just before 11 o'clock 
fresh buying orders were poured into the market. 
December advanced excitedly to 7T3e. 

Corn was dull bat firm, notwithstanding heavy 
receipts, lower cables and the easiness of wheat. 
There was a good demand from shorts, September 
buying being particularly urgent. Receipts were 
1657 cars. December opened a shade lower, at 
2940 20%ec, and advanced to S80, September 
4c lower, at 344gc, advanced to &5c 
and reacted to 84%c. 

Vats were dull and a little easier. Receipts 
were liberal, 452 cars, and ecalpers were moder- 
ate sellers.
